H:.d  they  mentioned  Acer  pseuds -piatanus  or  scalnrlfrrm  v/e  would  have 
thought  they  were  crazy. 

Farm  boys  and  city  boys  dike  ?/ere  mixed  together  in  a  huge'^bcwl** 
cf  educoti^-n  and  stewed  fcr  nine  long  mxnths  with  s^me  bits  -f  men- 
suration, surveying  end  o  fev;  slices  -f  dendrrlr^y  until  now  we  omeTPge^ 
well  saturated  with  a  basic  ^Tlcv/lcdge  of  forestry'.   Some  hnve  nrt  been 
c-cked  1-ng  enough  and  their  hard  crust  is  still  protecting  them  frcm 
knowledge.   Seme  few  could  net  st-nd  the  pressure  rnd  it  was  necess- 
ary fcr  them  to  ler.ve  at  semesters,  Auch  tr    the  regret  of  their  many 
friends. 

Ccmplaints  and  moans  have  been  prominent  all  thrrugla  the  year. 
These  can  be  expected  anytime  a  .rr.rrup  ^>f  y-^ung  foll'-ws  are  living 
tcgether,  and  to  those  few  persons  who  cann-  t  understrnd  '-^r  rverlork 
this  fact,  we  give  rur  heartfelt  regrets. 

Not  '  ne  can  deny  thrt  we  have  had  s^me  v/rnderful  times  during

OUTLOOK  FOR  YOUTH 
In  Forestry

First  let  me  thank  the  oditcr  and  through  him  the  class  of  1943 
for  rffording  me  the  privilege  of  mr.klng  a  statement  to  you  through 
this  creditable  publication.   I  shnll  take  icdvantnge  of  the  oppcrtuni- 
ty  to  extend  to  y^u  in  idvrnce  a  welcome  to  the  cr.mpus  of  The  Penn- 
sylvrinip  Stnte  College  next  frll.   Some  of  yr>u  v/ill  come  here  for  the 
first  time.   We  hope  thnt  the  tr'^nsitl'^n  fr-^m  the  c^mpinct,  clrsely- 
knit  life  at  M^nt  Alto  to  the  complexities  cf  r.    prent  university 
crmpus  will  not  be  difficult,  and  that  you  will  derive  the  utmost 
from  yrur  courses,  y-^ur  f^-culty,  and  from  the  diversities  ^f   college 
life  which  v/ill  be  open  to  ynu. 

Recently  in  response  to  r   request  from  -^ne  of  the  metropolitan 
dailies  I  prepared  n   brief  article  under  the  above  title.   I  offer 
it  t-'  you  at  this  time  for  v/hat  help  it  may  be,  rerlizing  that  it 
was  intended  f'^r  yrung  men  -^f  hirh  school  rge,  who  may  be  contemplat- 
ing voricus  careers, — not  fop  men  like  yourselves  who  h^ve  alrerdy 
embrrked  upon  the  c  mrse,  and  have  cample te^  ^ne  vear  in  the  work. 

It  occurs  to  me  however  that  there  m.'^y  be  th^se  among  y^u,  who 
up'^n  completing  this  introductory  yerr,  rnd  knowing  better  wh'^t  a 
career  in  f'-^restry  nenns, — mf^y  realize  that  it  is  c'ifferent  from 
what  you  thought  it  wr^s  going  to  be,  and  that  after  all  it  may  not 
be  for  you.   T-^  such  men  I  say  that  this  rorliznti^n  which  m^y  amount 
to  disilluci'^nment  is  no  reflecti-^n  upon  you  and  certainly  not  upon 
the  profession;  it  is  just  a  fact  which  sh^ul^^  be  f ncec' .   Yru  sh-^uld 
C'-^n'-^jlder  the  possibility  of  changing  to  ?nothcr  course  of  study  for 
which  y^u  may  be  tempernmontally  better  adrptec"', — while  such  adjust- 
ment can  be  made,  and  v/hile  y^u  may  retain  crovlit  for  much  of  the 
work  which  you  have  done. 

My  statement  "Outloo]:  for  Y'-uth In  Forestry"  f^^llov/s, substan- 
tially as  it  was  originally  made: — 

To  a  public  spirited  ^r  scientif ioally  mlncecl  younr  man  with  a 
g'^od  brckground  of  scholarship  'ttnlnment  in  a  pood  high  sch'^ol, 
fr^restry  may  offer  on   attractive  career  '^f  collegiate  training  and 
prrfessi^nallservice .   That  such  a  man  should  posses?^  a  rugoea  cons- 
stituti-r^n  anr'  a  fondness  for  th^:  ^utdorrs  is  generally  understood, 
rn-'^   he  should  realize  thr  t  in  the  enrly  period  of  his  professional 
service  nt  least,  he  mny  be  c^llei  upon  to  enr^ure  physical  discom- 
forts ml  even  hardships  v/hich  cm  become  'Usherrtening, 

A  young  mrn  contemplating  an  erlucptlon  in  forestry  should  rise 
realize  thrt  there  is  a  grert  deal  rf  class  r-^-m  work  anri  theory  as 
well  as  field  work  Involved.   In  addition  to  the  basic  colleglrte 
C'-^urses  a  f'-^restry  trrining  requires  en   exacting  technical  course 
cf  study  shich  rests  upon  the  three  broad  bases  -f  Blolcgy,  Engineer- 
ing and  Economics. 

Many  boys  are  attracted  to  forestry  through  a  fondness  for  hunt- 
ing and  fishing,  ^r  through  the  appronch  of  scouting,  for  example. 
Excellent  foresters  natumlly  rre  c^ravm  from  these  r-nks,  but  it 
should  be  realize^  th-t  such  inclinrtions  and  proficiency  in  wood- 
craft rre  n^t  enough.   Some  keen  .iisillusionments  have  been  experien- 
ced by  former  scouts  who  have  been  r.ttractec'  to  forestry,  but  who 
lerrn  in  the  course  of  their  training  that  there  is  much  more  in- 


volved  than  plenjant  w^c  3  experiences  rf   camping  rnd  hiking. 

'Granted  h^v/cver  thot  a  bry  ic  tenpernment^^lly ,  scholastically, 
rnd  physically  fitter^  f-r  the  wrrk,  he  may  well  {.Ive  cnnsiierati'-n 
t^,  ana   be  lmpre3scd  by  the  interest,  enthuairsm  an.^  loyalty  of  the 
f-re3try  profession,  and  by  the  hiph  de^.-ree  -f  conspicuous  public 
service  which  mny  be  attaineJ. 

Public  -nencies,-- -federal  and  stnte,  are  the  principal  employers 
of  professional  foresters,  ^m^nr-   the  former  nre  the  United  States 
Forest  Service,  the  Pnrk  Service,  the  In-Uan  Service,  the  Soil  Con- 
servatlrn  Service,  anr^  others.   Appointment  to  these  services  is 
thr-urh  one  of  the  Junior  prof esil'^nal  civil  service  examinations, 
usur^lly  thnt  ^f  the  Junior  Forester.   These  examin«^tlons  are  held 
annurlly,  rn-f'  c-mpetitl'^n  for  the  npr,->intments  is  keen  and  becoming 
m-^re  so, --among  the  score  or  more  of  the  rccreditcr'  schools  of  for- 
estry in  the  Unitcr  Strtes. 

Salaries  in  the  fe.'.eral  service  range  from  $2000  for  the  newly 
f^pnr inter'  junior  forester  to  f3800  for  rl-"'er  men  v/ho  h^ve  m-rle  such 
service  their  career.   In  the  hir.her  r-iministrative  positions  sala- 
ries range  frcm  p3600  to  $7000.   In  recent  years,  nxany  y^ung  forest- 
ers have  been  glad  to  rccept  prsitl-^ns  in  the  non-prof essionrl  grades 
where  wages  run  from  $150  per  month  to  |85  per  month,  m^'i   involve 
w-^rk  of  p  seas'^nal  and  temporary  chrrocter. 

Various  st^te  departments  empl'^y  a  certrln  number  of  f-resters. 
In  Pennsylv  nir  the  Dep'^rtment  of  Forests  nn  i  W-^ters  recruits  ^^ll 
its  district  foresters,  oivislon  anc"  bureau  chiefs  from  profes  ■i'^nal 
r nnks .   The  Highway  Department  and  the  Grme  Commission  require  n.   few. 

To  a  lesser  but  rridurlly  increasing  extent  f'-resters  nre  find- 
ing  empl-^yment  with  industrial  concerns, --liimber  companies,  pulp 


and  paper  companies  r.nd  other  wo.d-ualng  inc^U3trlea.   The  time  haa 
not  ccme  when  represent ^^tlvea  of  these  great  concerns  rer;ularl^ 
cnnvP.ss  -ur  crrrpu3e3,-.a3  is  -^one  in  other  fields,  n^trbly  in  engin- 
eerins  end   chemistry, -seeking  pr-mlsinp  young  men  for  their  rr.nks . 
There  -re  s-me  in.Ucrti-^ns  thnt  this  time  mr.y  n-t  be  too  distant. 
In  the  merntime  many  enterprising  y-ung  frrestcrs  hrve  secured  in- 
dustriP.l  employment  in  sub-rdinr.te  pcsill  -ns .   And  with-ut  spying 
toe  much  ab-ut  their  pr^  fessi^npl  attainments,  they  h^ve  wm  the 
c-nfidence  -f  their  employers  r-nd  ndvnnced  to  positions  of  major  res- 
P'^nsibility. 

Most  sch-cls  -f  forestry  provide  funr'rmental  prepnrati-n  for 
gra-iunto  study  and  reserrch,  le-^ing  to  ndvnnced  degrees  in  speciali- 
ZQ-'   fields  of  forestry,— of  which  forest  soils,  w-oa  utilization, 
f-rest  p.-th>lology,  forest  economics,  and  wildlife  research  are  a  few. 
Such  work  requires  hich  scholarship  rnr"  rese-rch  crpocity.

During  the  last  two  yepro  tte'  foresters  hrve    joined  int'^  the 
collere  activities  much  more  thrn  anytime  before,  "in  athletics  the 
s'^clety  v/as  second  highest  scorer  this  year  among  the  independent  units 
(the  physical  educ^ti-^n  scho-1  being  first).   As  to  socirl  functi'-ns 
our  first  all  c-^llefre  dance  was  a  big  succes.s.   Prliticnlly  minded 
foresters  now  have  their  share  of  the  offices;  scholastically,  they 
rank  well .

MAMA " .

It  is  spring  raid  nnce  af/'.in  the  trees  nre  pushing  their  wry  up 
through  the  ground.   Everybody  Icves  tree  s  — except  when  they  are  -n 
golf  c-urses.   To  love  trees  intelligently  we  should  know  their  names. 
When  we  meet  a  Spanish  cak  (qucrcus  digitata)  we  should  be  ^ble  to 
sing  right  out  in  a  friendly  fashion,  ^Hl,  there,  Quercus!"   Th.^t  is, 
if  you  kn<-w  the  ^^k  well  en^urh  to  call  it  by  its  first  najne.  Other- 
wise,  naturally,  you  say,  "  H(  w  do  yr>u  do,  Mr.  Digitata.'' 

Until  recent  years  people  paid  little  attention  to  trees.  Then  a 

Mr.  Joyce  Kilmer,  in  a  public  statement,  declared,  that  he  never  ex- 
pected to  spot  "a  poem  lovely  as  a  tree."   His  theory  spread  rapidly 
and  today  the  tree  has  almost  completely  replaced  the  poem. 

Trees  are  native  to  our  forests,  and  if  you  keep  yrur  eyes  open  you 
are  likely  to  discover  one  almost  any  time  when  you  are  ^ut  rambling 
through  the  woods.   Tlie  next  thing,  then,  is  t^  classify  them  as  to 
kind.  Y^u  have  t^  do  your  own  classifying  because  they  gr^w  in  con- 
fusion, just  any  old  species  side  by  side.   There  are  all  kinds  of 
them--fir  trees,  elm  trees,  sh'^e  trees,  and  hat  trees.   There  are  cot- 
tonwoods  and  balm  of  Gllead,  which  are  poplar.   There  are  also  hazel, 
walnut,  hickory  and  pecan  trees,  which  are  not  poplar,  because  they 
are  so  sure  that  they  are  the  nuts. 

So,  as  it's  not  always  easy  to  tell  which  tree  is  a  what,  we  must 
tcke  into  consideration  its  bark,  foliage,  blossoms,  and  whether  it 
is  a  small  tree  or  a  larch  tree.  First  we  l^ok  at  the  bark.  If  it 
hasn't  any,  it  is  probably  a  telephone  prle.  If  it  has  bark,  it's 
likely  to  be  any  kind  of  tree,  so  we're  still  in  a  quandary.  Let's 
get  out  of  it  rnd  look  at  the  folir\ge  next. 

If  the  foliage  stays  en  all  year  round,  it's  an  evergrcen--needles 
to  say.   A  yeor  is  a  l^ng  time  to  sit  and  watch  a  tree,  though.   Per- 
haps we  had  better  judge  by  what  grows  on  it.   A  tree  that  grows 
cherries  is  probably  a  cherry  tree.   One  that  grows  apples  is  an  apple 
tree.   When  it  doesn't  grow  anything  but  leaves,  it  is  the  kind  of 
fruit  tree  we  have  at  home.   Our  fruit  trees  have  been  practicing 
crop  contrr)l--completely • 

If  none  of  these  bits  of  evidence  give  you  a  clue  as  to  what  kind 
of  tree  it  is,  and  you  simply  must  know,  set  it  on  fire  and  burn  it 
up.   Then  you'll  be  sure  it's  an  ash. 

Besides  the  tree,  the  stump  is  also  found  in  abundance  in  our  for- 
ests.  The  stump--or,  to  rive  it  its  botanical  n^-m^ ^    trunquis  haccto- 
peces--i3  shorter  and  more  blunt  th^n  the  tree.   This  charrcterist ic 
is  easily  recognized  by  the  trained  forester.   The  stump  is  rather 
scarce  on  the  great  plains  of  the  Middle  West  but  ranges  throughout 
the  other  States.   It  is  growing  in  popularity,  rnd  we  predict  a 
great  many  men  will  take  to  the  stump  between  now  and  N'^vember,  1940. 

Some  trees,  as  we  have  said,  are  evergreen.   Others  are  deciduous, 
a  condition  which  cannot  be  cured  by  spraying,  n^  matter  what  any- 


body  tries  tn  tell  you.   Deciducua  trees 
are  those  that  decld(e)  to  shed  their 
leaves  in  the  fall.   As  they  grew  them 
right  back  again  in  the  spring,  it  shows 
they  act  on  mere  whim.   They  think  it's 
a  great  jcfte  to  make  you  rake  up  the  lawn, 
but  they're  really  not  funny. 

i^.mong  the  trees  and  stumps  ^ne  also 
finds  loggers.   The  1-gger  often  has  foli- 
age around  his  face,  but  y^u  can  tell j him 
from  either  the  tree  or  the  stump  because 
he  m^ves  ar-und  more.   He  ra^ves  around  very 

fast,  cutting  d^wn  timber.   Or  rs  the  Chinese  say  ab-^ut  anyone  in  a 
hurry,  he  goes  around  "chop-ch^p . " 

Getting  back  to  the  tree,  it  is  easily  d^-mesticated  and  seld'-m 
attncks  a  man  except  when  he  is  cutting  up  kindling.   In  this  case 
it  has  been  known  to  leap  up  and  inflict  a  black  eye.   In  genercl, 
though,  a  tree's  bark  is  v/orse  than  its  bite,  as  anyone  who  ever  cpj^ 
ried  a  load  of  dry  cedar  knows. 

It  is  gradually  becoming  recognized  that  trees  are  '^f  great  value 
in  the  lumber  business.   Wood  c^mes  fr^n  trees.   So  do  sawdust  and 
ants.  Y/'-cd  is  useful  f'^r  a  great  number  '^f  things--tnothpicks,  bridge 
timbers,  cheese  platters,  wooden  legs,  and  so  forth.  As  these  knick- 
knacks  win  the  popular  fancy  mnre  and  m^re,  they  become  increasingly 
a  drain  en  our  forests.   So  scientists  are  searching  feverishly  for 
some  way  of  making  lumber  out  ^f  iron  or  c^nl.  As  this  will  put  a 
terrific  drain  on  ^ur  iron  and  coal  resources,  other  scientists  are 
searching  feverishly  for  some  v/ay  of  making  iron  and  coal  out  of  v/ocd. 

With  this  quieting  thought,  I  shall  now  let  you  f:o   out  to  apply  your 
new  f^und  knov/ledge .   I'd  like  to  tell  you  more  ab^ut  trees,  you  can 
birch  ya  life,  but  this  is  as  forest  I  cen  go--conifer  Irck  '^f  space.
